WASHINGTON (AP)—Secretary 


of Welfare Abraham Ribicoff saic 
today New Jersey doctors who 
say they wouldn't treat patients 
under Social1 Security heallih in- 
surance are "trying to blackmai 
the Congress and the American 
people." 


Ribicoff also said • in a state- 


ment that the New Jersey doctor, 
"apparently 
don't 
mind 
the 


thought of federal funds when the 
doctors themselves are the bene 
ficiaries." 


"These doctors apparently be- 


lieve it is all right," he said, "foi 
the federal government to help 
build the hospitals in which they 
practice, but that- an insurance 
plan that would help their patients 
pay their hospital bills would not 
be good." 


A number of doctors at the

Hospital, Point 


Pleasant, N.J., and the Fitkin Me- 
morial Hospital, Neptune, N.J., 
signed a resolution last week say- 
ing they would not treat patients 
under President) Kennedy's pro- 
posed program of health insur- 
ance for the aged through Social 
Security. 


Ribicoff said the two hospitals 


'have received 
grants 
(totaling 


$572,246 under the federal pro- 
gram ito aid construction and 
equipment: of hospitals and other 
health facilities. 


'The attitude of these doctors 


in opposition to a basic national 
need is shocking," he said. 


"In trying to blackmail the 


Congress and the American peo- 
ple by refusing to treat older peo- 
ple, they are violating the Hip- 
procratic oath which they took 
before they began the practice of 
medicine. 


"It should be absolutely no con- 


cern to a physician where a pa- 
tient gets the money with which 
to pay his hospital costs—whether 
from his private funds, from pri- 
vate insurance, or from the So- 
cial Security trust fund as pro- 
vided by the King-Anderson Bill." 


This bill embraces President 


Kennedy's proposal for medical 
care for the aged under Social 
Security.
